A submarine net is made of wire 
rope, about as thick as a lead pencil, 
and the meshes are of great size— 
about ten to fifteen feet square, The 
net has floats on top that keep bob- 
bing up and down like the float on 
a fish line and on the bottom are 
weights that keep’ the whole thing in 
a perpendicular position.
